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Mock Disaster Hones 
Search and Rescue Skills

What would happen if our area again 
experienced a major airplane crash? 
What has been learned since the last 
"real" crash? How many of those people 
who have recently joined the Police De- 
partment andthe Fire Department do not 
know what is expected of them in a 
disaster? What resources are necessary 
to conduct an aircraft-disaster operation 
after sunset? What would happen if a 
plane landed in the holding ponds or in 
Belleville Lake? What are the unique 
problems related to such situations? 
These are just some of the concerns 
which were addressed in the two-day 
Operation MADRE (Metro Airport Disas- 
ter Response Exercise) mock-disaster 
exercise which was held on Tuesday, 
August 31, and Wednesday, September 
1, 1993. ote 
_ Since the City of Romulus surrounds 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport, Romulus po- 
lice and fire personnel are among the 
first to respond in situations which in- 
volve some sort of disaster; therefore, 
when Wayne County holds an exercise 
for the purpose of conducting search- 
and-rescue training, Romulus naturally 
becomes a part of the exercise to under-

stand the roles that these departments 
would play. 

The first day of the exercise was 
designed to test all aspects of a real 
disaster, including firefighting, treatment 
of mass Casualties, transportation of vic- 
tims to hospital emergency rooms, and 
emergency medical treatment of victims 
at participating hospitals, as well as the 
establishment of a Joint Public Informa- 
tion Center (press area) and Family Cen- 
ter (reception area for all other surviving 
passengers and the families of all the 
passengers). 

Some of the issues addressed on 
the second day included search-and- 
rescue in a body of water and identifica- 
tion of bodies and property. This part of 
the simulation allowed the various par- 
ticipating dive teams and identification 
teams to work together and refresh their 
skills with regard to procedures inamass 
Casualty. Teams involved were from the 
Detroit Police, Wayne County Sheriff's 
Office, and Western Wayne County Po- 
lice departments. 

Conducting exercises which test the 
Skills of the various response teams is a 
good way to hone those sailis. Hopefuiy, 
as a result of such exercises, there will 
be few problems encountered inthe event 
of a real catastrophe. O

Ford Fears Weak 
NAFTA Rules Wil! 
Add to Job Drain 






Congressman William D. Ford, 
Chairman ofthe Committee on Edu- 
cation, recently stated his belief 
that weak health and safety regula- 
tions in Mexico — if not improved in 
the proposed North American Free 
Trade Agreement (NAFTA) — will 
create yet another incentive for 
businesses to move more Michi- 
gan jobs south of the border. 

In a letter to US Secretary of 
Labor Robert Reich, Ford—astrong 
opponent of NAFTA-—said that new 
side agreements do not allay his 
fears over whether Mexico will ad- 
equately enforce its existing health 
and safety regulations. He added 
that failure to win such a guarantee 
means that NAFTA"will exert down- 
ward pressure onthe United States 
to weaken health and safety stan- 
dards in this country, and will im- 
properly jeopardize the welfare of 
the workers in Michigan. . .” 

One example cited by Ford in 
support of his assertion was the 
fact that Mexico allows a 10-times- 
greater employee exposure to as- 
bestos, a known carcinogen, and 
benzene, a substance that causes 
leukemia and other blood disor- 
ders, than is permitted in the US. 

Said Ford, "| want to ensure 
the working men and women that | 
represent that weak health and 
Safety protections in Mexico, 
coupled with low wages, will not 
provide a further inducement for a 
company to take their jobs and 
move south of the border, aban- 
doning Michigan's working families 
and their communities.”

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Romulus Profile: Linda Choate

Romulus City Clerk Linda Choate is 
definitely not a woman who is afraid of 
work. Infact, inarecent interview, the 31- 
year Romulus resident told of having 
applied for her first job at the tender age 
of Six. 

"My dad would give me money to go 
to the movies," she explained. "One day, 
| noticed that, after the movie, there was 
popcorn all over the place — so | found 
the manager of the theater and applied 
for a job Sweeping up all the popcorn!" 

Of course, Choate didn't land that 
particular job, but she has been working 
for much of her adult life. In 1983, the 
Tennessee native was elected to the 
post of Romulus City Clerk, a position 
she holds to this day. 

When asked to detail her highly im- 
pressive rise from an entry-level position 
to that of City Clerk, the Taylor Center 
High School graduate replied, "I first 
came to work inthe Clerk's office in 1973 
as arecording secretary forthe Planning 
Committee. Prior to that time, | had held 
a clerical position at Western Eaton (now 
Chemcentral—Detroit's Romulus Divi- 
sion) for five years; however, since there 
were no opportunities for advancement, 
| left the company." 

Because Choate hoped to spend 
more time with her two young children, 
she wasn't really looking for another job; 
however, things soon changed. 

"Through a friend,” Choate stated, "| 
was doing door-to-door collections for 
muscular dystrophy. Afterward, | was to 
deliver the money that | had collected to 
a lady by the name of Elvira Fischer, who 
was then working for the City's water 
department. She and several others en- 
couraged me to apply for a City job." 

Although Choate was initially uncon- 
vinced by her friends' urgings, she recon- 
sidered her decision when Fischer con- 
tacted her to let her know about a City 
clerical position that had just opened up. 

"At that point,” said Choate, "after 
discussing the situation with my hus- 
band, | decided to apply for the job.” 

Immediately after submitting her 
application, Choate was interviewed by 
former Romulus mayor, Hyle Carmichael. 
Following her successful passing of a 
typing test and physical examination, 
she was offered, and subsequently ac- 
cepted, the position. Remarkably, all the 
events —from learning about the position 
to being hired by the City — occurred 
within a time frame of two days. 

In 1978, Choate was elevated to 
Deputy City Clerk — a position, she said, 
that is normally filled from without the 
ranks of City employees. 

Three years later, Choate became a 
candidate for City Clerk when then-City 
Clerk Leonard Folmar decided not to run 
for reelection. 

"In 1981," she stated, “when | de- 


cidedto run for Gilet, | had:to en job" 
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to do so. In my first time out, | lost the 
election by arelatively small margin—so, 
for the next two years, | worked at home, 
tending to my children." 

Undaunted by her previous defeat, 
Choate again sought the Clerk's office in 
1983. As the November election ap- 
proached, the Michigan Employment 
Security Commission sent her for a job 
interview at Kelsey—Hayes in Romulus. 

"| prayed for guidance,” she stated, 
"and took the necessary tests to be hired 
by the company. Later, when | found out 
that | had failed my typing test — by a 
mere one word per minute! — | didn't 
know whether to laugh or to cry. | rushed 
back home and told my husband, 'I just 
got elected, you wait and see!"" 

Indeed, Choate's prophesy proved 
true — and, since her 1983 victory, she 
has been reelected four times. This No- 
vember, Choate will run unopposed in 
her bid for a sixth term of service. 

As the Clerk for the City of Romulus, 
Choate's duties are wide and varied. A 
few of her responsibilities incluce at- 
tending all City Council meetings and 
keeping a journal of all proceedings; 
maintaining a record of all ordinances, 
resolutions, and actions of the City Coun- 
cil; issuing and signing all City licenses; 
administering all oaths; conducting elec- 
tions; serving as custodian of all current 
and stored official City records and docu- 
ments; maintaining records of all City- 
owned land; and handling the sale of 
grave plots and coordinating all burial 
arrangements at the City cemetery. 

Choate has several assistants to 
help her with the extremely large volume 
of work that passes through her office 
each day. The assistants and their re- 
spective titles are Pamela Kersey (Deputy 
Clerk), Terrance Hermenau (Administra- 
tive Assistant), Rendell Wooden (Elec- 
tions Clerk), Sharon Walker (Property 
Clerk), and Marsha Gilstorf (Licensing 
Clerk). 

Choate also noted that, presently, 
there are two vacant positions in the 
Clerk's office: one is in records; the other 
iS a CO-op job. : 

When asked with what achievement 
she, as City Clerk, is most proud, Choate 
responded, "| feel very good about our 
elections: Inthe last 10 years, we've had 
only one recount. That was in 1987, 
when the (defeated incumbem) City Trea- 
surer filed a letter to the Wayne County 
Clerk alleging mistakes and errors in that 
year's balloting.” 

In the end, said Choate, a thorough 
investigation by representatives of the 
Wayne County Clerk's office found no 
fault whatsoever with eitherthe vote count 
or the manner in which Choate super- 
vised the election. 
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said Choate. "After the recount, the head 
of the County's investigative team said 
that he didn't know why he was here. As 
no errors were found at all, he felt like the 
recount was a waste of hi. tinie aiid of 
the taxpayers’ money. 

"Later," she continued, "James Kil- 
leen, who was then the Clerk for Wayne 
County, was quoted as saying: ‘If all the 
elections were held like they were in 
Romulus, there wouldn't be any need for 
me.’" 

After citing her current goal of get- 
ting an electronic voting system in place, 
Choate added, "We've already let bids 
on this, and | expect implementation 
within the next two months.” 

In her desire to stay active and pro- 
fessionally "current," Choate belongs to 
a number of civic and professional orga- 
nizations. When asked to comment, she 
said, "Since 1984, I've been amember of 


Romulus' chamber of commerce. Also, 


in 1977, | became, and still am, a mem- 
ber of the Wayne County Clerk's Asso- 
ciation. From 1991 to 1993, | served as 
the Association's president.” 

Additionally, Choate stated, she pres- 
ently serves as treasurer for the Michi- 
gan Municipal Clerk's Association, a 
group that she joined in 1977.

Association is yet another professional 
organization to which Choate belongs. 
The Association, which Choate joined in 
the late 1970s, includes members from 
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tralia, and several European countries. 
The worldwide organization holds its 
annual meeting each May.

Teen Talk: Health 


Adolescents and Weight Loss 


By Kathleen Conway, director, Romulus 
Adolescent Health Center 

One in four of today's teens is obese 
— an increase of approximately 40% in 
the last 15 years. The potential problems 
for the overweight teen are serious; the 
need for safe and effective weight-man- 
agement programs is great. 

Many of today’s teens are dieting, 
even though weight loss for children and 
teens is potentially hazardous: rapid 
weightloss or rigid diets can affect growth 
and development, promote binge-eat- 
ing, and — ultimately — result in weight 
gain. 

Overweight children and adolescents 
are often caught in a downward spiral of 
overeating, inactivity, social isolation, 
withdrawal into the home, lowered self- 
esteem, depression, and weight gain. 
Obese children and adolescents have 
an increased prevalence of irregular 
menstruation, hypertension, and respi- 
ratory problems, and often suffer from 
peer discrimination, scholastic disadvan- 
tages, low self-esteem, and a negative 
body-image. . 

lf obesity persists throughout ado- 
lescence, itis likely to continue into adult- 
hood: between 50% and 95% of obese 
adolescents will be obese adults. 

The Romulus Adolescent Health 
Center, in cooperation with Children's 
Hospital of Michigan, is adopting the 
Nation's leading weight-management 
program for teens: SHAPEDOWN. The 
program will be offered at the Health 
Center; the fall session, which begins in 
October, can accommodate 10 teens 
and will run for 12 weeks. All teens par- 
ticipating will receive a complete physi- 
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cal and evaluation at the Health Center 
prior to beginning the program. 

SHAPEDOWN helps teens take con- 
trol of their eating behaviors and atti- 
tudes by learning how to eat without the 
feeling that they are depriving themselves 
of their favorite foods. SHAPEDOWN 
also helps parents to effectively support 
teens in a moderate change of menu 
planning that requires no special foods, 
formulas, or pills — just low-fat and low- 
Sugar foods. 

Orientation for the SHAPEDOWN 
program is scheduled for 6:30 p.m. on 
Tuesday, September 21, 1993, at the 
Romulus Adolescent Health Center, lo- 
cated in Romulus High School (9650 
South Wayne Road). For more informa- 
tion, please call 941-1400. 

The Romulus Adolescent Health 
Center is located in Romulus High School, 
9650 South Wayne Road. The Center 
serves Romulus residents — students 
and nonstudents — between the ages of 
10 and 21, and special-education Sstu- 
dents to age 26. Children at least five 
years of age can receive immunizations. 
Blue Cross, Medicaid, and private insur- 
ances are accepted. Fees are affordable 
and vary according to the patient's ability 
to pay. No one is denied .-services if 
unable to pay. Appointments are usually 
necessary; some walk-ins are accepted. 
Parents must sign a consent form for 
their child to be seen at the Center. Call

The Power of Persuasion

"Tune in” to optimism by shifting 
your paradigm! 

Are you a positive person or a nega- 
tive person? Do you take praise well? Do 
you think that hospitals are a place for 
healing, ordo you see them as a place of 
sickness? Your answers to these ques- 
tions reflect your paradigm — your belief 
system. 

Researchers have discovered that 
people's feelings are a reflection of the 
way they think. In other words, your atti- 
tude can have a profound effect on your 
physical and emotional health. People 
who constantly see themselves and life 
in a negative light work themselves into 
a state of low self-esteem and depres- 
sion; they also burden their bodies with 
unrelenting stress. Every time they think 
the worst, their body reacts as if it were 
actually in the midst of a tension-filled 
Situation. Negative thinkers frequently 
Suffer from stress-related physical ail- 
ments such as headaches, gastrointes- 
tinal problems, and high blood-pressure. 

Contrary to popular belief, neither 


- negative nor positive thinkers are born 
. that way. Such thinking patterns are a 


learned response; a kind of habit that 
people develop over years of absorbing 


_ the attitudes of those around them (peers, 


parents, teachers, and even TV idols). 
Most people are not even aware that , 
day after day. messages — both positive 
and negative — are being encoded in 
their minds. These .messages often 
“color' people's thoughts andcause them 
to interpret everyday events accordingly. 


For example, if a negative thinker's 
friend doesn't return his phone-call, then 
the negative thinker assumes that he 
must have done something to offend the 
friend, or that the friend has done some- 
thing behind his back and is embar- 
rassed to talk to him. What's more likely 
is simply that the friend has been bogged 
down with work, and will be calling later 
— and, indeed, a positive person would 
see the situation in just such a light. 

Automatic thinking goes on continu- 
ally over the course of a day. In his mind, 
each personcarries onasilent conversa- 
tionwith himself—interpreting situations, 
making judgments about people. In a 
negative thinker, this self-talk can be a 
barrage of self-doubt and self-criticism. 

People can shed a negative per- 
spective with cognitive therapy, a tech- 
nique that’s as effective as antidepres- 
Sant drugs. Cognitive therapy isn't only 
forthe deeply depressed; it helps every- 
one who has to fight an “internal critic" — 
that nagging, shrill, inner voice that can 
berate and bully them into a low-grade 
depression every time they face a chal- 
lenging situation or make a mistake. 

What cognitive therapists have also 
discovered, however, is that negative 
thoughts almost always contain gross 
distortions. Negative thinkers may believe 
thatthey're dealing with reality, but they're 
not. Cognitive therapy teaches people to 
first recognize their distorted thought pro- 
cesses and thentoworkon methods that 
will help them eliminate them.
